The Citiir Jt'ina, mutt be respected for 
hit Latentt, hit tea), hit information, and 
hia industry ; but frorp a certain uervoua 
excitability of temperament, which teems 
occasionally tu puiaett him, then very 
advantage! may at timet, with tome riik 
to hia character for wisdom, and ton- 
aineacy, become perverted from their 
proper, and niost beneficial use.

The hnt Luteran Council, a.D, 1113, pro- 
hibit* the marriage of the clergy.
